At  26  he  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  York  Factory, 
the  principal  Fort  in  the  Northern  Department.  While  Sir  George  Simp- 
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son  was  Governor,  Mr.  HcTavish  was  Temoved  from  York  Factory  to  Fort 
Garry,  which,  from  the  rapidly  increasing  business,  had  become  a  more 
important  point  than  York.  On  the  death  of  Sir  George  Simpson,  Mr. 
McTavlsh  virtually  succeeded  him,  Mr.  Dallas  receiving  the  nominal 
title  of  Governor.  On  Mr.  Dallas'  retirement,  Mr.  McTavish  received 
the  actual  appointment  and  retained  it  until  his  death.  He  died 
July  23,  1870. 

Undated  Clipping  from  the  New  Nation, 

Governor  McTavish  died  at  Liverpool  on  the  23rd  ult.,  two  days  after 
his  arrival  there j  probably  the  rough  sea  passage  in  his  extremely 
weak  state  may  have  tended  to  hasten  the  poor  gentleman's  death. 
As   soon  as  the  melancholy  news  was  received,  the  flags  at  Fort 
Garry  appeared  in  mourning  at  half  mast,  also  in  the  town  of  Winnipeg 
at  the  Etamerling  House,  in  respectful  memory  of  the  deceased.

of  the  2l4.th  inst.  The  Herald  says:-- <Mr,  Mactavish  rose  at  his  usual 
hour  in  the  morning,  and  appeared  in  perfect  health,  Siortly  after 
breakfast,  he  went  to  Matineau's  bathing  rooms  on  St,  James'  Street, 
where  he  ordered  a  bath,  VMle  bathing  he  complained  of  a  sudden 
shivering,  called  the  attendant,  who  assisted  him  to  dress,  and  as 
soon  as  possible  Mr.  Mactavish  was  placed  in  a  cab  and  conveyed  to 
the  St,  Lawrence  Hall,  On  leaving  the  cab  he  complained  of  faintness, 
and  on  going  into  the  hall  felldown  to  the  floor.  He  was  lifted  up 
and  placed  on  a  sofa  in  the  reading  room,  ttiere  he  expired,  The 
deceased  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Governor  of  the  Red  River  terri- 
tory, who  died  in  Liverpool  a  short  time  since.  He  was  for  many  years 
manager  of  the  western  department  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Corapany,  which 
embraced  Vancouver's  Island  and  a  very  large  tract  on  the  main  land. 
For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  he  had  the  charge  of  the  company's 
business  in  Montreal,  1^.  Mactavish  had  charge  of  the  Hadson's  Bay 
Company  claims  under  Oregon  treaty,  for  many  yeays,  and  brought  them 
to  a  successful  issue  about  four  years  ago.  He  was  ^5  years  of  age,

ation is  evidently  highly  valued  by  the  conductors  of  the  STANDARD, 
Mr,  Isbister  has  before  taken  part  in  the  explanation  of  matters 
connected  with  the  Red  River  settlement,  and  we  believe  his  opinion 
is  not  without  weight  in  the  Colonial  office,  the  heads  of  which 
have  at  different  times  consulted  him.  Should  the  matter  of  title  be 
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raised  in  the  course  of  the  stipulations  which  the  delegation  from 
Red  River  are  expected  to  make  at  Ottawa  the  question  will  become 
very  important  whether  the  Red  River  or  Saskatchewan  country  belong 
to  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  or  not,  Mr,  Isbister  and  others  who  aire 
fl*om  the  country,  and  who  claim  to  know  something  of  its  real  histoiy, 
and  of  the  French  settlers,  have  little  doubt  that  as  a  matter  of 
fact  the  claims  or  statements  of  the  old  I^lrench  settlers  are   right, 
and  that  the  claims  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  are  wronfe.  For  example. 
Dr.  Kennedy,  who  addresses  another  letter  on  the  subject,  entertains 
such  a  view,  and  his  opinions  are  gathered  from  those  of  his  father, 
who  was  a  chief  factor  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company, 
Vfe  may  remark  by  the  way  that  the  historical  question  regarding  the 
rivalry  and  the  antagonistic  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  against 
the  Canadian  Northwest  Ccjmpany  will  not  lack  for  witnesses;  and  sing- 
ularly enough  Dr.  Kennedy,  whose  connection  with  the  Hudson  Bay  Comp- 
any through  his  father  and  his  brother  jdnc  Governor  Kennedy  we  have 
alluded  to,  is  also  connected,  if  we  may  use  the  term,  with  the  Can»^ 
adian  Northwest  Company,  in  which  Company  his  wife's  father  (uncle  to 
Governor  McTavish  of  Red  River)  was  a  chief  factor.  In  such  a  family

M.A.,  LL.B,  Was  bom  in  Red  River  Colony,  now  Manitoba,  in  1823, 
educated  at  University  of  Bdinb\irgh  with  M.A,,  and  then  to  London 
University,  LL,B«  Altered  Middle  Temple  and  later  called  to  the  Bar. 
For  seme  time  was  headmaster  of  the  Stationer's  Company's  Qrarimar 
School,  London,  and  for  several  years  editor  of  the  EDUCATIONAL  TIMES. 
Published  numerous  educational  works  which  have  been  extensively  ad- 
opted as  text  books  in  the  principal  schools  of  England.  In  1872  was 
elected  Dean  of  the  College  of  Preceptors.  In  18U9  was  appointed 
standing  counsel  and  agent  of  the  Red  River  Colony,  and  devoted  him- 
self to  the  task  of  breaking  up  the  monopoly  held  over  that  colony 
by  -ttie  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  i*iich  had  become  an  obstacle  to  settle- 
ment. Throi^h  his  influence  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  was 
formed  in  1856  to  investigate  the  situation.  The  result  was  that  the 
Red  River  Colony  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Canada. 
'It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  many  readers  of  this  locality  to 
learn  that  I^.  Isbister  was  a  nephew  of  Dr.  Roderick  Kennedy,  of 
Bath,  Ont.,  and  of  Captain  Vfo,  Kennedy,  the  Arctic  Ebq3lorer(now 
residing  in  St.  Andrews,  I^Ianitoba),  who  commanded  two  expeditions 
in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin.  Oar  old  friend,  Mr.  '^ .  G.  McTavish 
Ross,  who  was  bom  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Territoiy,  now  residing  in 
Deseronto,  when  a  boy,  thirty  years  ago,  was  a  pupil  of  Jftr.  Isbister 
in  London,  and  was  under  his  charge  for  the  last  jrear  and  three-quart- 
ers of  the  seven  he  spent  it  school  in  Great  Britain. '

was  one  of  his  pupils.  ^.  Isbister 's  last  visit  to  Canada  was  in 
1868,  when  he  spent  several  days  in  Bath.' 

Mr.  Isbister  was  bom  at  Cumberland  House,  on  the  Saskatchewan,  in 
1823 •  At  the  age  of  ten  years  he  was  sent  to  Orkney  for  education, 
under  the  care  of  his  father's  friends.  "When  twelve  jesrs   old  his 
father,  then  a  postmaster  in  the  Hudson's  Bay  service,  was  killed  by 
a  wild  bull  at  the  Norway  House,  and  this  event,  as  is  often  the  case, 
involved  his  earlier  years  in  some  difficulties,  necessitating  his 
return  to  Red  River,  where  his  mother  had  come  to  settle.  Here  under 
the  able  tuition  and  care  of  the  late  gifted  Mr.  McCallum,  Head  Teacher, 
St.  John's  Academy,  he  completed  his  school  course,  after  which  he 
entered  the  Hudson's  Bay  service.  At  the  expiration  of  about  three 
years  he  lef^  his  employment  and  returned  to  Scotland  in  cteipany  with 
his  uncle,  Roderick  Kennedy,  now  a  physician  in  Bath,  Ont.,  and  entered 
the  University  of  -Aberdeen,  where  both  began  the  study  of  medicine. 
Shortly  after,  through  loss  of  letter  carrying  money  for  fees,  he  was 
forced  to  turn  to  writing  articles  on  various  subjects,  in  order  to 
furnish  funds.  His  success  caused  him  to  abandon  medical  studies  and 
pursue  general  studies.  Shortly  after  he  entered  Edinburgh  University 
where  he  graduated  a  M,A.,  with  a  double  first.  Then  to  London  to  study 
law.  After  being  called  to  the  bar,  he  found  briefs  few  in  number,  so 
he  established  the  East  Islington  Institution.  Here  in  18^3  he  was 
joined  by  his  mother  and  two  sisters  and  remained  until  i860  \Aien  he 
became  headmaster  at  the  Stationers  Company  Grammar  School  &{,  Bolt 
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Court,  London, •  He  continued  to  1881,  when  his  health  failed,

At 
the  age  of  eleven  young  Isbister  came  with  his  parents  to  reside  on 
the  banks  of  the  Red  River,  and  received  his  early  education  at  a 
school  which  developed  afterwards  into  St,  John's  College,  now  inside 
the  city  of  Winnipeg,  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  became  a  clerk  in  the 
Hudson  Bay  service,  and  spent  three  years  in  the  far  off  Mackenzie 
River  district.  Returning  to  Red  River,  he  was  prompted  to  go  to 
England  by  a  desire  to  obtain  professional  education,  and  after  taking 
a  successful  collegiate  course  he  studied  law  and  was  called  to  the 
bar,

All  Government  property  they  may  still  have  in  their  possession 
must  be  sent  to  the  Surgeon-General  without  delay.
